T is high time that the sinister 

activities of foreign (mostly 

Catholic) missionary bodies in 
Israel should be brought to the 
knowledge of Anglo-Jewry. 


When the State of Israel was estab- 


lished in 1948. freedom of religious

N a review on Morocco for the 
Jewish Encyclopedia, Budgett 
Meakin wrote this about the 
condition of Jews there: “... from 
the cradle to the grave he (the Jew) 
is despised and vituperated, an 
apology being necessary for an 
allusion to him in polite society.

Preventing Communal 
Schisms 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—-It seems incredible that some 
seven years after we have been privi- 
leged to witness the establishment of 
the third Jewish State there should still 
be Jews—and Orthodox at that—who 
talk of Zionists as if they were some 
alien and inferior breed who, because 
of their openly-expressed love for 
Zion, have no right to take part in 
the communal life of Anglo-Jewry. 

Your correspondent, Mr. Lobenstein 
(in. your issue of July 15), asks “* who 
wants the Zionists to meddle in educa- 
tion?’ May I, in return, ask on what 
authority he implies that being a Zionist 
per se disqualifies a person trom know- 
ing something about or being genuinely 
interested in education? But then, Mr. 
Lobenstein is’ full of such illogical implt- 
cations!. For example, he goes on to 
say: “ Surely the Anglo-Jewish rabbinates 


and our communal leaders are sufficiently . 


qualified and efficient to deal with 
educational problems,” as if the faci of 
being a rabbi or a communal leader 
automatically makes one an educational 
expert (which is not to say that educa- 
tional experts cannot be found in these 
categories). 

Zionists belicve passionately that to 


prevent the schism of the Jewish people 
-a love for Israel and a working know- 


ledge .of spoken Hebrew. musi be 
integrated into traditional Jewish educa- 
tion... Is such a belief a crime? If so, 
there will be many. of us who will proudly 
plead guilty to it: ‘Zionists further believe 
that of ‘after seven years. of Jewish 
statehood ihis idea—stemming as it does 
directly. from. Orthodox. Judaism—has 
not been. accepted or implemented... by 
those. responsible for . our. educational 
system on its various. fronts, then. H 
behoves. them. to pursue a vigorous cam- 
paign to try to improve on a. situation 
which unremedied can damage the. very 
fabric of Jewish unily. : 

Surely the time has come to drop the 
arrogant and. exclusive attitude. towards 
education: which 1s representeg’ by Mr. 
Lobenstein’s contentions: If Jewish 
education has. become the: Cinderella. of 
Anglo-Jewry it may well be because: we 
have not been wise enough—as in othe: 
spheres. of. communal life—to welcome 
all.men of good will who wish to share 
responsibility for it in. a. practical -man- 


ner, ‘always..of coufse. ensuring that 


is administered by experts who. will safe- 
guard us. Orthodox tradition. : 

Lhose who really want to see’ educa- 
tion. put on a sound footing (ideologically

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ISRAEL VOTES 


IN countries where political forecasting of 
election results is less developed than in Great 
Britain of the United States, it is still possible 
for general elections to produce surprises. 
Thus the prophets who have been foretelling 
the results of the elections to the Third 
Knesset in Israel have for the most part been 
very much confounded. The two major 


parties have both suffered serious losses and it | 


iS possible to sympathise with the leaders of 
Mapai (the Labour Party), especially Mr. BEN- 
GURION, and with the conservative General 


Zionists in their disappointment. The most 


striking gain, and one which, generally speak- 
ing, was least expected, was that achieved on 
the extreme Right by the Cherut Party, the 
successor to the old Revisionists, while 
Achdut. Avoda’ on the Left wing also 
strengthened its position. The Progressives, 
suffering a similar fate to the Liberals in this 
country, succeeded. only. in. very. slightly 
improving their position, while the religious 
parties, chiefly Mizrachi and the Agudat 


Israel, despite all their propaganda, also 


gained less than they had hoped. 

As anexample of the working of democracy 
in a new country, where the population is for 
the most part unaccustomed to the exercise 
of political liberty, these elections have been 
a striking achievement. But it would not be 
wrong to say that they have also demonstrated 
the difficulties which face responsible politi- 
cians when they have to rely upon the votes 
of an electorate whose political education is 
inevitably remarkably backward. It is not to 
be forgotten that half the present population 
‘of Israel has come trom the backward lands 
gf Asia and North Africa, and the vote of a 
Jew from Sana‘a is worth just as much as the 
voile of a Jew who had lived all his life in a 
London or New York constituency. In these 


circumstances, is) not: surprising that 


emotion is frequently more telling than 
reason, and ignorance may play a more 
important. part. than Knowledge. Other . 


factors, too, have of course played their part. 
It is possible, for instance, that this election 
may represent in some degree a natural swing 


of the pendulum away from Mapai and its 


associates, who for so long have held a 
dominating position in the country, and in

There have been many instances in Britain's 
recent history where her failure to give 
adequate support at the right moment to 
moderate régimes has led to more extreme 
Govérnments coming into power, with conse- 
quent complications for allconcerned.

LAMENTATION 
THe whole Jewish world has been plunged 


into deepest mourning by the terrible disaster 


to the El Al ‘plane that was flying from Lon- 
don to Lydda with SO passengers and a crew 
of seven, who are all reported by the 


Bulgarians, on the border of whose country. 


the tragedy occurred, to have been killed. 
No loss of life has hitherto occurred on any 
E! Al flights, which have been regularly con- 
ducted with perfect safety over several years. 
The news of this calamity was the subject of 
much rumour and speculation when it first 
became known on Wednesday, but from the 
accounts available it appears to have been 
caused by the action of Bulgarian anti-aircraft 
gunners. In any event, an immediate and 
stringent inquiry will no doubt be held 
and exemplary punishment must be given 
to any who may be found guilty of 
criminal responsibility. The occurrence of 


this disaster on the eve of Tisha B'Av. 


has added new sorrow to a Fast Day already 
overburdened with mournful anniversaries. 
The central feature of the liturgy on Tisha 
B’Av “s the reading of the Biblical Book. of 
Lamentations, These elegies for the sufferers 
from the ancient Destruction express also 
our sense of mourning for these modern 
lovers of Zion who were struck down with 
their thoughts centred on the Holy Land. 
Our liturgy has also reminded us of the life 
of JupAH HaLevi, who, after many years, 


realised his most cherished dream of travel-- 


ling to the Holy City. On his arrival at its 


gates, so tradition relates, he sang his famous — 


“Ode to Zion.” Before, however, he was 


able to enter, he was attacked and killed by. 


an Arab horseman, For over eight centuries 
since his death, his immortal Ode has been 
recited, year by. year, during the synagogue 
service on Tisha BAv. An added meaning 
of. particular poignancy at this season of 
mourning may be found in HALEvi’s words: 

Oh, who will give me wings 

That I may. fly away, : 

And there, at rest from all my wanderings, 

The ruins of my heart among thy ruins lay ? 


DANGER IN MOROCCO 


_ ALTHOUGH reports from Morocco continue 
to be extremely confused, it is obvioffs that 
the situation, particularly as regards the Jews 
The number 
of Jews killed in the fresh outbreak of riots 
has not yet been established, but it is certain 
that there has been loss of life as well as much 
damage to Jewish property... Hundreds of 
Jews have had to forsake their homes and 
businesses and seek safety in Jewish institu- 
tions, ‘while large numbers, panic-stricken, 
are said to be clamouring for permits to leave 
for Israel. The fact that M, GRANDVAL, the 
new French Resident-General, is.of Jewish 
origin, appears to be exploited by Arab 


nationalist extremists in order to accentuate 


the existing serious anti-Jewish feelings. What 
makes the situation even more disquieting is 
the fact that the Jewish leaders in Casablanca, 
and elsewhere in Morocco, seem to be some- 
how hindered in giving the full news of this 
grave situation to apprehensive Jewry out- 
side. Efforts made by this paper, and 
no doubt others also, to obtain a true picture 
of events by getting in touch by telephone 
with leaders on the spot have failed because 
of an obvious inability or actual unwillingness 
to give adequate details to outside inquirers. 
It is true that with riots and loss of life now 
almost a daily occurrence, the French authori- 
ties must be fully occupied in doing all they 
can to prevent a breakdown of law and order. 
But a very serious aspect of the matter is that 
the police, according to all reports, have 
proved not particularly dependable, which 
makes the position of the Jews doubly 
insecure. No less disquieting and alarming 
is the apparent powerlessness of Jewish 
leaders and responsible persons in Paris either 
to discover the facts of what is going on in 
Morocco or, further, to take any steps to 
prevent added tragedy. It seems strange

SOCIAL SURVEY 


ON the opposite page the Rev. Dr. A. 
CoHEN—whose combination of ripe scholar- 
ship and practical experience of communal 


affairs well qualifies him for this task—_ 


writes a critical appraisement of a pioneer 
contribution to the study of Jewish life in 
this country. “A Minority in Britain 
(edited by MAURICE FREEDMAN and published 
by Vallentine, Mitchell) is the first attempt 
to give a serious sociological survey of the 
Anglo-Jewish community. Its important 
findings, to which Dr. COHEN calls public 
attention, cannot but stimulate thought and 
discussion among all who are concerned for 
the community's present and future well- 
being. These findings are all the more 
significant because they do not represent any 
ideological or partisan interests but give an 
entirely factual and scientific presentation. 
From the demographic and other statistical 
material available, there appears to be 
evidence of a “ general trend in the secular- 
isation of Jewish social behaviour.” If this 
trend were allowed to continue unchecked, 
the result would be disastrous, since nothing 
can replace the synagogue as the raison 
“ Without 
its deepest 


the survival of Judaism in 


religious sense, groups within the community — 


which are largely secular—Jewish social 
clubs, for example—would be bound in time 
And again: Zionist 
nationalism has not provided, and cannot 
provide, for Anglo-Jewry the basic and all- 
embracing solidarity once given by the 
Jewish religion.” These conclusions must 


be a challenge to all who lay store on the 


supreme importance of religious values and 
are determined to preserve the practice of 
Judaism in this country. . The book's popu- 
lation figures, with their comparisons 
between the birth- and death-rates, must 
also occasion deep anxiety. It is true that 
these figures refer to a few years back, but 
there is no evidence that their unfavourable 


-trend has yet been reversed. These vital 


statistics must form the baSis for continued 
study and interpretation, so that their full 
significance may be ‘given. the’ widest 
publicity. What is immediately apparent, 
however, is the urgent need to strengthen 
our religious defences by the expansion of 
educational activities if we would secure the 
survival of Anglo-Jewry. 


HERBERT LOEWE MEMORIAL 

ON another page is printed an appeal by 
representatives of successive generations of 
Jewish. students at Cambridge University 
during more than half a century. The 
signatories bespeak support for a cause that 
must commend itself not only to. all 
Cantabrigians, together with their. families 
and friends, but to even wider circles. It is 
proposed to establish a library to com- 
memorate the name and work of HERBERT 
LOEWE (1882-1940), who was University 
Reader in’ Rabbinics also 
himself wholeheartedly to the interests of 
all Jewish students.. The influence which he 
exerted upon a great number of Jewish men 
and women during their student years has 
remained with them through their lives and is 
still gratefully remembered. It is therefore 
only right and proper that those who 
honour his memory should wish to found a 
worthy memorial to a_ beloved teacher.

~ Synagogue, which was opened in 1937, a 


to make available in- the 
properly equipped small library for the use 
of undergraduate members of the Cambridge 
University Jewish Society. This collection 
of books is not intended for specialist 
scholars, but rather to elicit and encourage 


the Jewish interests of students who some- - 


times have scant Jewish knowledge when 
they first come into residence. The ways 
in which well-wishers of this excellent 
scheme can further its realisation are given 
in the communication its sponsors, 
which we report on page 5. It should 
certainly receive the enthusiastic support of 
all Cambridge graduates and students and 
of the late HERBERT LOEWeE'sS many friends 
and admirers throughout the community. 
Moreover, the parents of present or 
potential students should feel a_ special 
concern to help a practical scheme which is 
so well designed to safeguard the religious 
interests of their children during _ their 
impressionable years at the university.

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DEAD SEA SCROLLS 


Discoveries in the Judzan Desert, I : Qumraiy 
Cave I. By D. BARTHELEMY and J. Miri 
with contributions by R. DE Vaux. G yy 
Crowroot, H. J. PLENDERLEITH, G. L. Haring 
Oxford University Press. 63s.

This long-awaited work contains texts 
deposited some time in the second half of the 
first century B.C.E. in Qumran Cave | (=QCy}) 
This was the first cave among many 
authoritatively excavated in the vicinity of the 
Dead Sea, near the ruins of Qumran—a place 
which, some 2,000 years ago, was inhabited by 
some brand or other of Essenes. It was first 
visited by two Beduin shepherds, early in the 
summer of 1947, who helped themselves to 
seven scrolls, four of which were bough: &\ 
the Syrian Metropolitan of. Jerusalem. who 
had them transferred to the U.S.A. (they ulti- 


mately found their way to Israel). and the. 


other three by the Hebrew. University. 
Biblical Texts 


Because of the fame of its precious contents. 
the cave soon invited various clandestine 
visitors, who took away a number of fragments. 
These, with the possible exception of a few odd 
pieces, were, however, recovered and are now 
included, along with other fragments obtained 


by authoritative excavations, in this excellently 


produced book. It is made up of: (a) intro- 
ductions telling about the discovery, the excava- 


tion of the cave, and about the pottery, lamps. 


and linen found therein; (b) transcribed. texts 
translated with critical notes into’ French; 
(c) photographs of the various fragments as 
well as of the linen; (d) indices of Hebrew 
and Aramaic words. The texts represent about 
seventy-five works. and may conveniently be 
divided into: two main. categories——the one 
Biblical and the other non-Biblical. 

The Biblical section is represented by. smal] 
fragments from Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, 
Numbers (?), Deuteronomy. (including that con- 
tained in the tefillin which were also found in 
QCI), Judges, Samuel, Isaiah, Ezekiel, Psalms, 
and Daniel. The significance of these pieces 
is, as’ one scholar put it. paradoxically, their 
insignificance ; for here deviations in ortho- 


graphy. and wording from the Masoretic Text 
are, as a rule, very shght, thus tending to

Mosheli. However; the most. interesting and- 


the largest of all the. non-Biblical. fragments 
is the one entitled Serekh ha-‘Edah, these being 
the words with which the documents. begin. 
It. is pregnant with material which: invites 
much reflection, 
.Serekh ha-Y ahad (one of the seven scrolls now 
in Israel) and on the other hand it differs Jrom 
it in a few very essential.details.. To mention 
only one. “Infants and women”. figure here 
prominently.. This detail along with the others 
may suggest a conjecture that the document 
originates with the Hasidwans mentioned in the 
Book of Maccabees, these being a_ religious 
party which played an important part in the 
political life of the Jewish people during the 
tume. of the Maccabean wars. 

Among other fragments there is a 
number of odd lines or words from. various 
liturgical books. Here many pieces remind one 
strongly in language and in substance of the 
Scroll of Hymns which has now been [ull 
reproduced in the Ozar ha-Megilloth ha 
Genuzoth (published by Mosad Bialik, Jerusa- 
lem). Indeed, some of these fragments ma) 
well fit into the various lacune of these hymns. 

The contents of the book, as presented >) 
the diligent editors, will be received with grea! 
delight in many quarters, and although scholars 
are bound to question views, readings, render- 
ings, and restorations of lacune in the mutilated 
texts as set forth in this book, they would 
still be greatly in the debt of the editors for 
having so admirably produced such a fine 
piece of scholarly work.

Son of a Smaller Hero. By 
MORDECAI RICHLER. Deutsch. 12s. 6d.

This book is fascinating reading for 
British Jews, if only for its apparent 
exposure of Jewish working-class life 
and values in the Canadian city of 
Montreal. This naked portrayal of 
a community shackled by a ritual 
without a theology is committed ruth- 
lessly to paper in the form of a novel 
by the young, gifted, Canadian writer, 
Mordecai Richler. If Mr. Richler is 
to be believed, the Jews he writes of 
live in a claustrophobic ghetto of 
superstition, prejedice, and vulgarity, 
ignorant of their own great. traditional 
Jewish values. They are presented 
without charm or kindness and appear 
to live in loud tenements of incestuous 
hate. I have a feeling that the picture 
is distorted, verging on caricature. But 
caricature, spiteful and repulsive as it 
may be, can. bé compelling. Mr. 
Richler has the ability to make it so. 

We are introduced to Noah Adler, 
a twenty-year-old Jew rebelling against 
commercial and soulless standards. 
Noah will not live in his father’s house, 
work in his father’s business, or accept 
the ghetto code of thinking. He 
attempts to educate himself, runs away 
with the wife of a university professor 
who earlier attempted to introduce him 
to the world of books, and is beset 
with the tensions and conflicts of 
immaturity. Noah Adler becomes, in 
fact, a young Jewish bohemian in 
whose attitudes towards the 
Montreal Jewish community some- 
times resemble those of a “ kosher” 
antisemite. After the death. of his 
father he becomes brooding 
Hamlet of a harsh C anadian Magnolia 
Street. 


Ghetto Scenes 


Like the other Jewish characters in 
“Son of a Smaller Hero.” Noah Adler 
On. each page 
Jewish faces loom up: behind Mr. 
Richler’s relentless magnifying glass : 
the huge pores ooze out sweat in the 
sweltering Montreal sun ; mouths open 
and shut so close: that we can almost 
smell the decaying tooth and the bad 
breath. And the voices that speak 
are rich and crude and humorous and 
bigger than life. Thus Noah’s father 
answering his wife when she suggests 


he should quit the family business that 


1S dominated by the grandfather : 
‘Okay, let's say I leave Paw. So. what 
happens ?- 1 go to a Gey for a iob. Go ahead 
and tell me that a Goy is gonna hire a Jew. So 
I go to a Jew for a job. Right away he thinks 
what does this Jew want to work. for: me for”? 
In two months he'll. be in business for himself. 
A wiseguy, I should teach him the tricks !. The 
hell with him I should give him a job. So I go 
imto. business on my own. You can be a lady. 
Hold your head up. -Comes the first depression 
amd bang ROCs your head.on the floor. Not. me. 
No. sir 


The book is peppered with great, 
amusing, vital slabs, and dabs of 
dialogue of this kind, and enlivened 
by quick, telling flashes of description. 
It is a novel that will offend many 
Jews. Even more will find it absorbing.

WHITHER ANGLO-JEWRY ? 


HE 300th anniversary of the 


re-creation of a Jewish com- 
munity in England 1s 
approaching and preparations are 
being made for the celebration of 
the event. It should be an occasion 
for looking forward as well as 
backward. In addition to stimu- 
lating a justifiable pride in the 
achievements of the past, the Ter- 
centenary should direct the mind 
to an appraisement of the present 
State of Anglo-Jewry and 
prospects in the future. 
Regarded from that point of view. 
a volume* has been published which 
is particularly timely in its appear- 


ance. Although neither the Publishers” 


Foreword nor the Editor's Introduc- 
tion connects the book with the forth- 
coming Tercentenary, it could not 
have been more opportune if it had 
been expressly designed for the 
occasion. It admirably achieves. the 
two purposes which have been indi- 
cated: “to take stock of the situa- 
tion” and “for all those who are 
interested’ in the position of the 
Angio-Jewish community to try to 
estimate the direction in which it is 
going.” 

The task of sketching the. origins 
and development of the community 
is. Skilfully accomplished by the 
expert hand of Dr. James Parkes. His 
contribution 1s more than an historical 
survey in that he analyses the condi- 
tions, internal and external, which 
determined the shape which the con- 
munal organisation assumed, particu- 
larlv in its centralised religious and 
lav leadership. He also examines the 
new forces which have come’ into pia) 

making for decentralisation. 

‘Not content with the rdle of the 
historian, Dr. Parkes ends his essay 
with sections on “The Social and 
Economic Life of Anglo-Jewry ” and 
* Non-Jewish Reactions to the Jewish 
He deals with these 
subjects in a cursory manner, but the, 
are the themes which other contribu- 
tors treat at length and in detail.

Broiz, entitled “The Outlines of 
Jewish Society jn London,” 1s based 
on a sociological investigation carried 
out by the method of fieild-work. He 
interviewed a number of Jewish resi- 
dents in the Hendon district to dis- 
cover how they think and express 
themselves on inter-Jewish relation- 
ships, as well as their reaction to the 
non-Jewish environment in which they 
live. The jnformation he gleaned 
makes interesting reading. For 
instance, he found a diversity of 
opinion on the definition of the term 
“Jew,” which varied according to 
whether the families were long estab- 
lished in this country or more recent 
arrivals. This is a point of consider- 
able importance when the future of 
Anglo-Jewry is discussed, and other 
writers in the volume call attention to 
the uncertainty of the criteria which 
determine Jewishness. 


Feeling of Insecurity 

While it is inevitable that Jews are 
influenced by the Gentile. surround- 
ings into which they have to fit them- 
selves. with the consequence that the 
traditional sharply-defined difference’s 
tend to become blurred and the Jewish 
group. to Jose its homogeneity, Dr. 
Brotz discerned certain characteristics 
which genérally persist. Among these 
are a marked self-consciousness qua 
Jew, a hyper-sensitiveness about the 
effect of Jewish behaviour. upon 
Gentile neighbours, and a feeling of 
insecurity; although unacknowledged, 
which reveals -itself in a strong. desire 


_to stand well in the estimation of 


non-Jews. 

As against the tendency of Jews to 
drift awav from the community, the 
investigation noted the agencies which 
aim. at counteracting Hu.

Nevertheless, in 
the view of the editor, there 1s resis- 
tunce toO-attributing to Jews complete 
identity with themselves. This explains 
the fact that the Englishman has a 
greater respect for the: Jew who is 
observamt of Judaism and connected 
with his community, than for the Jew 
who publicly violates the laws of his 
religion and tries to obscure his asso- 
ciation. with Jewry. Psychologically 
interpreted, this attitude indicates a 
wish for Jewish separateness.

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JEWISH CLAIMS ON AUSTRIA 
Expediting Compensation Machinery 


From our Correspondent 


| VIENNA 
Efforts. are being made here to 
expedite the drafting of the necessary 
legisiation to give effect to the Jewish 
Claims Conference settlement. with 
Austria, signed last week, so that the 
Austrian Parliament can deal with the 
matter immediately after it is recon- 
vened in September. 

As soon as the agreement is ratified, 
conditions scliung oul registration require- 
ments will be published. Ht is expecied 
that the registrations will take about six 
months tu complete. 

The administrative body set up to 
disiribute allocations totalling $50,000,000 
schillings (about £7,700.000) is to be 
appointed by the Austrian Government 
in conjunction with Jewish organisations. 
It is Itkely that st will include representa- 
tives from Isracl, Britain, and the U.S.A. 
While this body will have power. to
